CARNEGIE FLAYS 
STOCK GAMBLERS. 


Ironmaster Declares Wall 
Street Speculators Are the 
Bahe of Nation’s 
Prosperity. 


GLAD OF EARLY POVERTY. 


Wealth Adds Little to Happi- 
ness, and a Millionaire 
Who Laughs Is 
Rare.“ 


New York, March 28.— [Special. I—- Andrew 
Carnegie tonight made a sensational attack 
on Wall street speculators and American 
millionaires who have made. fortunes by 
speculating in stocks. He glorified poverty 
and deprecated wealth. He declared the hap- 
piest days of his life were those he spent as 
a poor boy.

Guest of the Telegraphers. 

Mr. Carnegie was one of four guests of 
honor of the United States military telegraph 
corps at the annual dinner here tonight. The 
other three were Gen. Thomas T. Eckert, 
Col. Robert C. Clowry, who was the first 
operator to do work on an American battle- 
field, and who now is president of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, and William 
R. Plum, author of a history of the nilitary 


\ telegraph corps. 


The corps at its maximum numbered about 
1.500 members. Of these about 1,800 are 
dead. Fifty were present. 

The laird, of Skibo was in excellent form 
when he rose to speak. After he got under 
full headway his eyes sparkled, his chéeks 
flushed with enthusiasm, he gestured with 
the utmost animation, he laughed when the 
others laughed at what he said, which was 
frequently, and he appeared to be having the 
time of his life. 


Overcome by Emotion. 

“ Comrades,” he said, when he rose, not 
more than once or twice in a man’s life is 
it given him to live as I have been living 
while I was hearing those dispatches read 
by Mr. Bates.

“Ah, gentlemen, we have heard that flag 
saluted here tonight. The world in Ams 
might perish, thousands after thousands, 
and that fag would still float over all. Dit- 
ferences? Bah! what are our little differ- 
ences? What do they amount to? Below 
lies solid and unshaken the real peace of our 
government. 


Attack on Wall Street. 

“ A few gamblers in Wall street may be in 
trouble. [Laughter.] There will always be 
some of them in trouble, whichever way the 
market goes. The fellow who is buying 
will be in trouble when the market drops, and 
the fellow who sells what he hasn't got will 
always be in trouble when the market rises, 
and the fellow that loses will always be of the 
opinion that the president has gone just a lit- 
tle too far.“ 

A gale of laughter greeted this sally, and 
Mr. Carnegie, when it had died away, plunged 
into a denunciation of the stock gamblers. 

„Gentlemen, he said, “it is a good day 
for this country when the stock gamblers 
come to grief, and I wish I could invent a 
system whereby both parties to stock gam- 
bling would suffer. I am speaking now as @ 
business man, and as one who never made a 
dollar by gambling in stocks and who would 
as soon make it that way as by playing cards 
—bridge whist and se on. 


Wall Street Not America. 

„Wall street is not America. There are 
some places outside of Wall street, even in 
New York City. The stock gambler 16 a 
parasite who feeds on values and creates 
none. It is time that we should rise and de- 
cHne to do business with those who make 
money without giving any value in return 
Tor it. 

“We have had five years of wonderful 
prosperity. Today, instead of charging 
$460,000,000 for the Carnegie Steel company, 
I would ask $640,000,000 for it. But never 
a kite went up but it came down. Wallstreet 
is really in a healthy condition. It is an 
eruption that is coming out and not going in, 
and let ue rejoice and hope that tomorrow 
prices will go down. 

“The best indication of today,” he con- 
tinued, “is this trouble in Wall street. It is 
an eruption that is coming out Instead of 
sinking in. Let us hope that tomorrow things 
will be lively and that stocks will go down, 
for what has gone up must always come 
down. The market wants a jolting down, 
down, down-—until values come to their level. 
Then, such is human nature, they will go 
up, up, up again and you cannot prevent it.”

Sunset Express Wrecked by Open 
Switch at Colton; Cal. | 


TOURIST CARS SPLINTERED. 


Majority of Dead Italians — Pullman 
Passengers Escape with Lives. 


Colton, Cal., March 28.--[Special. }—Twen- 
ty-six persons were killed and fifty injured 
this afternoon when the Southern Pacific 
railroad’s Sunset express, running from New 
Orleans to San Francisco, ran into an open 
switch here and was wrecked. 

The train was due in Los Angeles at 7:30 
a. m. today, and was more than twelve hours 
late. It was running fast when it struck the 
switch. Ten of the fourteen coaches in the 
train were derailed, and four of the leading 
cars were smashed to splinters. 


Muncie, Ind., Man Among Dead. 

A majority of the passengers killed were 
Italian immigrants. Two Americans were 
killed—George L. Sharpe of Muncie, Ind., 
who was on his way to join his wife in Los 
Angeles, and the baggage man of the train, 
whose body has not yet been recovered. 

With the exception of one Italian woman 
all the dead were men. 

All the first class passengers in the rear 
coaches escaped death, although several 
were seriously injured. Among the injured 
are Justus Wigren, Chicago, and M. F. Wal- 
ter, Mattoon, III. 


Wreck Caused by Negligence. 

The negligence of an employé caused the 
wreck. A few minutes before the Sunset Ex- 
press reached the switch a switch engine 
passed through. After the switch engine 
passed on to another track the engineer 
asked his fireman if he had rethrown the 
switch. The fireman recalled that he had 
neglected to do so, and the engineer whistled 
frantically for Morrison to close it. The sig- 
na) was not given in time, as Morrison did 
not reach the switch before the Overland had 
plunged through. 

The overland train which left New Orleans 
at 11:45 a. m. Monday morning was tearing 
along at its greatest speed, to make up some 
of twelve hours it bad fallen behind its 
achegule. There was absolutely no warn- 
ing of the impending catastrophe. 

The engineer saw the signal of the open 
switch when but a few rods distant from it 
and had no time to sound even a whistle 
or warning, much less to reverse the throttle 
or set the brakes. He called to his fireman 
to jump, and they both leaped wildly from 
opposite sides of the engine. Tie engine 
left the track, turned over on its „ and 
plowed a great distance along the right of 
way. 

Tourist Coaches Splintered. 

The four cars immediately behind the loco- 
motive, three tourist coaches and the baggage 
car, telescoped each other and were reduced 
to an indescribable mass of wreckage. The 
broken wreckage of the day coaches and 
smoker, filled with the bodies of the dead 
and injured, were huried all over it. 

Those in the day coach and smoker met a 
horrible fate. Wholly without warning the 
impact came. The helpless passengers were 
terribly torn and cut to pleces. Death came 
to a score of them instantly. Many were dis- 
membered and impaled upon pieces of the 
piesa nee cars. 


injury. The three Pullman coaches and the 
Giner, which were on the rear of the train, 
did not leave the track. The occupants of 
these cars were practically-unharmed. 
A traveling theatrical company headed by 
Florence Roberts one coach, 
which was hurled from the track and both 
ends of it crushed in by impact against the 
others. But two members of the company 
out of a total of twenty-two people were in- 
jured. Miss Roberts herself escaped entirely 
unhurt. The escape from death of the octu- 
pants of this car was remarkable, considering 
the manner in which the coach was splintered 
and torn to pieces. 


Passengers First to Rescue. 

By a miracle the train was not set on fire. 
Those of the passengers who escaped set 
at once about the work of rescue. Dozens 
were pulled and lifted from the wreckage and 
laid beside the track until vehicles arrived to 
convey them to the hospitals. Members of 
the theatrical company aided nobly in the 
work of rescue. Men and women alike cared 
for the injured. 

Plush seats were taken from the coaches 
and bedding from the Pullmans and the road- 
side was converted into a temporary hospital. 
Several of those taken from the wreckage 
dying expired before conveyances. could be 
had to carry. them to Colton. It was half 
an hour before any medical aid could be se- 
cured. 

There are three tracks where the accident 
occurred, which is in the open country. The 
people of Colton were first to be notified of 
the catastrophe. Hundreds hurried to the 
scene of the wreck. Physicians and nurses 
were brought from San Bernardino and Col- 
ton and ministered to the injured. 


Bodies Pinned in Wreckage. 

The dead were terribly maimed and man- 
gied. Eighteen of them were taken to an 
undertaking establishment at Colton by 8 
o’clock, and eight additional bodies cou. be 
seen underneath one of the overturned and 
demolished cars. 

This car could not be raised until a derrick 
was brought from Loe Angeles, sixty miles 
away. 

The injured were carried to this city in 
vehicles of all sorts, and the Colton hos- 
pital quickly was filled toits capacity. Many 
then were taken to the Presbyterian church 
and to private residences in the vicinity. 


Crowd Flocks to Scene. 

Coroner Van Wie was at the scene of the 
wreck within an hour after ſt occurred and 
took charge of the dead. The coroner swore 
in a number of specia! officers to prevent 
pillage. They patroled the track and pre- 
vented the crowd of several hundred which 
quickly assembled from interfering with the 
work of rescue. 

The Southern Pacific headquarters in Los 
Angeles was notified immediately after the 
wreck, but it was some time before the relief 


train left for Colton.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special.]— 
The United States census bureau has placed 
its official “O. K. on Chicago’s claim to 
having passed the 2,000,000 * in popula- 
tion. 

The census bureau today announced its es- 
timates of the population of the United States 
for 1906. The figures for Chicago are 2,049, 
185. In 1000 it was 1,698,575. The gain in six 
years therefore is 350,610. 

Chicago remains the second city in the 
union in point of population, New York being 
first with 4,112,043. That is to say, New York 
is twice as large as Chicago. Six years ago 
its population was 3;437,202, so that its in- 
crease has been 665,841. 


St. Louis Passes Boston. 
Philadelphia has 1,441,735, against 1.293. 
607 six years ago. St. Louis has passed 
Boston in the race, the Missouri metrop- 
olis having 649,320 in 1906 and 578.238 in 1900. 
Six. yéars ago Boston had 595,083, while in 
1906 the bean eaters’ city had 602,278. 
Illinois is the third state of the union in 
point of population. In 1908 the census bu- 
reau estimates that it was populated by 
5,413,670 persons, as against 4,821,550 in 1900. 
Now York is leader with 8,226,900; then 
comes Pennsylvania with 5,928,575; Ohio, 
4,448,677; Indiana, 2,710,898. 


Whole Country Is Booming. 

The whole United States is booming in 
population as well as in prosperity. The 
census figures made public today show that 
the population of continental United States In 
1906 was 83.941.510, this being an increase 
over 1000 of 7,946,935. The population of the 
United States, inclusive of Alaska and the 
insular possessions, in 1906 was 93,182,240. 
The growth in population in continental 
United States from 1905 to 1906 was 1,367 318. 

The population of continental United States 
in 1905 as obtained by adding to the returns 
of the states which took a census in that 
year the estimated population of the re- 
maining states and territories is 82,575,195,

mitted a valuation of $78,755,674 and the city’s 
experts a valuation of about $45,000,000. After 
various conferences and discussions, how- 
ever, the companies and the city agreed upon 
a valuation of $50,000,000. Thus was settled 
the principal question to be considered in 
reaching an agreement. 

2 The other items of settlement were dis- 
cussed by representatives of the city and of 
the companies, and finally a basis of agree- 
ment was reached which secured to the city 
a favorable financial settlement, and to the 
citizens of Chicago the immediate improve- 
ment, rehabilitation, and extension of the 
street car system, to be completed within a 
period of three years. 

‘“‘Immediately ordinances were prepared 
by Special Traction Counsel Fisher and 
Mayor Dunne, which embodied the mayor’s 
plans as outlined in the Werno letter. After 
prolonged discussion of every feature of the 
ordinances, both in the common council and 
the public press, the ordinances were passed 
with but thirteen dissenting votes. Every- 
body was congratulating himself upon the 
fact that Chicago's perennial traction ques- 
tion was at last a thing of the past when the 
mayor turned about face and vetoed the or- 
dinances. 


Issue Is Well Defined. 


The issue, therefore, between the repub- 1 
lican and the democratic candidates in this 
campaign is singularly well defined. As to 
the republican position, the voters are in- 
formed not only of the general plan of settle- 
ment to which its candidate for mayor is 
pledged, but every detail of that settlement 
has been ced before them. A brief syn- 
opsis of the provisions of the ordinances will 
show what that plan is and what benefits 
Chicago and Chicagoans will receive from its 
adaption by the voters at the coming election: 

“The city and the companies agree that 
the value of the property of the Union Trac- 
tion system is $29.000,000 and of the City rail- 
way system $21,000.000, making the price at 
which the city may hereafter purchase both 
systems $50,000,000, plus future expenditures 
for rehabilitation. 

“The companies agree that they will pro- 
ceed at once to rehabilitate their entire street 
railway systems in compliance with specifica- 
tions and under the supervision of a board ot 
supervising engineers created under the or- 
cinance. 

The city or any company authorized by it 
is given the right of purchase on six months 
notice upon payment of the agreed price and 
cost of rehabilitation and extensions. 

The companies are limited during their 
operation to an interest return of 5 per cent 
upon the agreed value of their property, plus 
the cost of rehabilitation and extension. The 
net profits are then to be divided between the 
city and the companies In the ratio of 55 per 
cent to the city and 45 per cent to the com- 
panies. 0 

Broad System of Transfers. 

“ The ordinances provide for a comprehen- 
sive system of transfers and through routes, 
by means of which passengers can ride over 
all connecting lines within the city limits 
covered by the Chicago Union Traction sys- 
tem, the Chicago City railway system, the 
Chicago Consolidated system, and the Chi- 
eago General railway system, for a single 
fare, in any one general direction. 

‘‘ Twenty-one through routes over the lines 
of these systems are specified in the ordi- 
nances, provision is made for such additions 
thereto as the traffic may warrant or require, 
and numerous extensions of existing lines are 
provided for. 

The companies agree upon demand of the 
city to furnish funds to the amount of 85.000. 
000 for the construction of a central subway 
to be built and owned by the city, and to fur- 
nish furds for the extension of such subway 
on terms stated in the ordinances. 

The Chicago rallways company agrees to 
lower and réconstruct the tunnels under the 
Chicago river at Washington, La Salie, and 
Van Buren streets. 

The city is authorized to require the in- 
statlation of the underground trolley sys- 
tem in place of overhead wires. 

Within three years the Chicago City rail- 
way company must have in operation on its 
lines at least 800 double truck cars, of mod- 
ern type and design, to be approved by the 
board of supervising engineers, and the Chi- 
‘cago Railways company must have in opera- 
tion on its system at least 1,200 such cars. 
The city bas full power to require whatever 
additional cars or equipment may be neces- 
sary, and within one year all cars must be 
operated singly, instead of in trains, 


Eleventh Hour Objections. 

„ Such are some ot the benefits which will 
be secured to the municipality and people of 
Chicago under the ordinances favored by the 
republican party. Let us examine for à 
moment the eleventh hour objections urged 
by Mayor Dunne to these ordinances, drawn 
at his own suggestion and prepared by his 
own special traction founsel and the local 
transportation committee of the common 
3 along the lines marked out by him- 
Self. 3 
The main objection raised to the ordi- 
nances by the mayor’s veto meseage is that, 
although they purport to give the city the 
right to purchase the traction system upon 
six months’ notice, the ordinances fail to pro- 
vide a practical method for so doing. They 
fail to do this, says the mayor, because they 


do not guarantee that the 55 per cent, the 


city’s share of the net income. shall amount 
to a fixed minimum sum equal to at least 8 
per cent of the gross income. The absence 
of this guaranty, says the mayor, puts it in 
the power of the companies so to manipulate 
expenditures as to leave the city no income 
whatever. This, of. course, could only be 
true in the event there is no net profit. But 
what would the stockholders of the com- 
panies have to say about this misuse of their 
property and dissipation of their dividends? 
If the city gets no Ancome under the 55 per 
cent and 45 pdr cent division arrangement, 
neither do the stockholders. As to the dis- 
tribution of the net income, the stockhold- 
ers and the city are upon precisely the same 
footing. 


City’s Rights Protected. 


The ordinances, furthermore, provide for 
annual reports and the auditing of the com- 
panies’ books by public accountants selected 
by the city and the companies. The city’s 
rights, therefore, are as well protected as 
would be the rights of any private concern 
under a partnership agreement with another 
private concern which contemplated a divis- 
ion of net profits. There is no merit, there- 
fore, in. this contention. 

Moreover, the ordinances expressly pro- 
vide that the city is to have controlling super- 
vision of the work of rehabilitation. Such 
work is to be done under thé immediate su- 
pervision of the board of supervisillg en- 
gineers and ‘no contract, subcontract, or 
payment therefor shall be made without the 
written approval of said board To say that 
under these safeguards, which in effect give 
the city a controlling voice in the companies’ 
expenditures, the city cannot secure a just 
distribution of profits Is to say that the city 
is incapable of taking care of its own busi- 
ness. 

To the other objectione to the ordinances 
urged in the mayor's veto message I-do not 
deem it necessary to make any other answer 
than that they have already been answered 
in advance by the mayor himself. 

“ Thus, in answer to his contention that 
the ordinances do not secure to the public 
the right to a 4 cent fare or a 3 cent fare,’ it 
may be said that on Nov. 8 last, in discussing 
the question of fares; Mayor Dunne said, 
A reduction from 5 cents would imperil the 
chances of the city to purchase the street 
railroads. The idea is to have whatever 
profits accrue to the city from a 5 cent rate 
go into a sinking fund for purchase and for 
redemption of the Mueller certificates.’ 


No Better Plan Offered. 

It we search the platform of the demo- 
cratic party we fajl to find therein any prac- 
tical plan outlined for the betterment of 
street car conditions in Chicago. To be sure, 
the platform declares sonorously that the 
democratic party is unalterably pledged to 
municipal ownership. and cites as an evi- 
dence of the progress which has been made 
in that direction, the .act that the city has a 
lawsuit on its hands in relation to the Mueller 
certificates. : 

“If this suit is decided in favor of the city 
it is the purpose of the democratic candi- 
date, so far as his purpose can be deter- 
mined in advance from the declarations of 
his party platform, to enter into still further 
prolonged and doubtful litigation in an at- 
tempt to secure the street railway system 
through condemnation ings. 
Te impracticability of such a method 
has not only been de: time and 
las been explicitly ad- 


In that message the mayar, in champion 
ing the contract as against the direct munici- 
palization plan, said: : 

It avoided every element of delay that in the 
city plam would be caused through condemnation 
proceedings, appeals, and repeated referendums, 
and because it would be, financially as well as 
legally, immediately practicable, and enable the 
city to proceed at once with the construction under 
circumstances assuring good service at as early 
a date as the best conceivable system for private 
profit could provide. The right of the city to take 
over, and even to operate, would be neither im- 
peired nor postponed. As soon as a market for 
the Mueller certificates has beén secured the city 
could acquire the system in its own right and in 
its. own name; and as soon as the people, by ref- 
erendum under the Mueller law, had so decided, 
the city could proceed to operate by its own em- 
ployés. 

“Could there be a more sweeping com- 
mendation of the republican or a more 
sweeping condemnation of the democratic 
traction policy than that? 

“The difficulties in the way of the demo- 
cratic traction policy are many. Should a 
suit be started for the condemnation of the 
companies’ property and franchises, the 
quéstion would arise whether an action will 
lie to condemm a ‘franchise issued to a public 
service corporation. It is by no means cef- 


tain that the courts would entertain an 


action to condemn to a public use a thing 
already granted to the same public use, mere- 
ly to confer a change of ownership. 

“At all events, this question, and every 
other appealable question which arose in the 
course of the condemnation suit, would be 
taken through every court up to the Supreme 
court of the United States. Meantime, all 
improvements of the street car system would 
cease. Such litigation might be protracted 
for years. If at the end of this preliminary 
litigation the city were defeated, tnere would 
be an end of the condemnation program. 


Trouble in Fixing Valuation. 


Even should all these preliminary legal 
questions be settled in favor of the city, clear- 
ing the way for condemnation proceedings, 
what value a jury would fix upon the property 
of the companies is another element of un- 
certainty. The representatives of the city 
have already agreed that $50,000,000 is the 
fair value of the property as it stands at 
present. The contpanſies representatives have 
fixed the value at $73,755,674. 

“It would be a by no means extravagant 
guess to say that the jury might reach a com- 
promise verdict and fix the value somewhere 
between these two amounts. In that event, 


now would the city raise the money to pur- 


chase and rehabilitate the system, which 
Mayor Dunne insists would amount to $90,- 
000,000? The amount which can be raised 
under the present Mueller certificates ordi- 
nance would not pe sufficient: The passage of 
another ordinance and its submission to an- 
other referendum would be, therefore, neces- 
sary. Whether such an ordinance could be 
secured, and whether if secured it would re- 
ceive popular approval, are questions which 
only the event could determine. 

“So far as a referendum of the question 
of\an additional issuance of Mueller certifi- 
cates in aid of a municipal ownership scheme 
is concerned, the only evidence we have at 
hand casts doubt upon the assertion that it 
would secure popular approval. 

“Again, the question of the legality of the 
Mueller certificates issued under the present 
ordinance has not yet been determined by the 
Supreme court, although Mayor Dunne as- 
serted nearly two years ago that a decision 
could be secured in from sixty to ninety days. 

With litigation thus pending and impend- 
ing, the sale of the Mueller certificates would 
be a difficult matter. 
culties in the way of securing the street rail- 
way property by condemnation, as proposed 
by the democratic platform, seemed practl- 
cally insuperable. 

Republican Plan Is Feasible. 


On the other hand, the republican plan has 
been worked out in every detafl and is po- 
litically, legally, and practically feasible. 
Above all, the benefits flowing from its 
adoption will be immediate. Under the pro- 
visions of the ordinances our street railway 
system will be completely rehabilitated, ex- 
tended, improved, and unified in the short- 
est practicable space of time, under the city’s 
supervision. To‘surrender such a plan upon 
the vague assurance that the mayor will 
essay to hring about the same result through 
the uncertain and by him discredited method 
of condemnation would be the height of folly. 
I do not believe the people of Chicago, who 
have waited for years for the improvement 
of their street railway service, will discard 


the prospect of immediate improvement now . 


that it is within their grasp. To do this would 
oblige us to start once more upon the long 
drawn out discussion of questions which, in 
the present ordinances, have received a prac- 
tical and most satisfactory answer. The or- 
dinances will secure all the substantial ad- 
vantages of municipal ownership at once 
and will secure them in name and legal form 
as soon as the city is able to purchase the 
property. The people want improved serv- 
ice at once. The present ordinances will se- 
cure it for them, afd, in my opinion, they will 
be indorsed at the coming election by a large 
majority of the voters. 

“To sum up, therefore,

DUNNE’S POLICEMEN SHADOW 
CARTER HARRISON’S FRIENDS. 


Mayor Fears Admirers of His Predeces- 
sor in Office Are Working Secretly 
Against Him. 


Additional evidence that Mayor Dunne has 
become desperate in his campaign for re- 
election was secured yesterday, when it be- 
came known that he is using the police and 
detectives to shadow friends of ex-Mayor 
Harrison. 

Fearing Harrison's friends have some 
sinister purpose in their every move, Dunne 
is exerting every effort to learn whether or 
not they will “ knife him on election day. 
Wherever a Harrison democrat goes he is 
sure to be followed by a policeman or detec- 
tive under strict orders from the mayor to 
“keep a close watch on the suspected 
“enemy and report each day’s result. 

One of the suspects who is kept under 
constant suryeillance by order of the mayor 
is Roger C. Sullivan. On hfs recent trip east 
Sullivan was shadowed by a detective all the 
way to New York and back to Chicago. It 
is said the detective was sent after Sullivan 
because Mayor Dunne feared a “ conspira- 
ey might be hatched against him in Wall 
street. 

Every day since Sullivan’s return to Chi- 
cago he has been watched the mayor’s 
sieuths. Every move made by Harrison 
democrats is reported to Dunne by the city’s 
detectives, who might better be employed 
detecting crime and law breakers. 


POLICE BELIEVE THEY HAVE 
THIEF WHO ROBBED CASTLE. 


Negro Answering Description of Man 
Who Stole $9,000 Worth of Jewels 
from Theatrical Manager Arrested. 


In John T. Edwards, 85 years old, a negro, 
the police believe they have the man who 
stole $9,000 worth of jewels from the resi- 
dence of George Castle, theatrical manager, 
420 North State street, on Sunday night. 

Edwards denies he was in Chicago at the 
time of the burglary. He was unable to give 
a satisfactory account of himself and was 
locked up. Anna Coyle, a servant in the 
Castle residence, partially identified Edwards 
as the burglar, although she was not positive. 
The police say Edwards has a long criminal 
record and is an ex-convict. 

Emil Bayle, 21 years old, fought until he 
freed himself from several citizens who 
caught him robbing a freight car at the rear 
of the Northwestern brewery, Chester street 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
tracks.

“HE’S BURIED,” SAYS HILL 


Brooklyn Preacher and “Boy 
Mayor” Speak at Greatest 
Meeting Held in Chicago. 


The strongest words in the English. lan- 
guage were used last night and found too 
weak to express the loathing of speakers 
who endeavored to describe Hearst as “ the 
despoiler of America’s homes and virtue.“ 
and Dunne as his weak. vacillating tool.” 

‘This denunciation of Mayor Dunne and of 
Hearst, who was called the greater evil, was 
the dominating feature of the great repub- 
lican mass meeting at the Auditorium theater 
in many ways the most remarkable political 
meeting ever held in Chicago. 

In spite of the steady downpou rain 
which. preceded the meeting every seat was 
taken. The wildest enthusiasm greeted every 
mention of Postmaster Busse’s name, while 
the mere mention of the word yellow was 
the signal for hissing, screaming, and shouts 
of ‘‘down with Hearst. Let's have a mayor 
of our own.” 


Preacher’s Words Cause Frenzy. 

While Mayor Sherburn M. Becker of Mil- 
waukee was the speaker of the evening, it 
was the Rev. J. Wesley Hill of Brooklyn, 
N. T., a Methodist Episcopal minister, who 
is thoroughly acquainted with the methods 
used. by Hearst in New York, and who did 


not mince his words in describing them, that 


aroused the enthusiasm of the audience to 
fever heat. 

When he endeavored to tell what the 
“plain issue in Chicago is at the present 
time he could not proceed for several min- 
utes, because of the uproarious cheering of 
the audience. ‘ 

“The voters must choose between these 
two sides,“ he began. On the one side are 
lined the forces of corruption, cupidity, vile, 
conscienceless, and selfish demagogues—— ”’ 

But he could proceed no further. 

** Hearst, Hearst, down with him! was the 
shout. Duck him in the river!“ 

It seemed that men had gone crazy. They 


ran down the aisles, shaking their fists and 


shouting, some of them cheering and throw- 


| ing their hats in the air, while others stood 
on their seats and hissed. At last order wag

W. H. Thompson Denounces Hearst. 

William Hale Thompson, who acted as 
chairman, paid his respects to Hearst in no 
less strong, although not quite so pictur- 
3 language as was used by the Rev. Mr.

The massmeeting was held by the Young 
Men's Busse club, which now has upon its 
membership records 60,000 names. It had 
been hoped that Mr. Busse could be present. 
His absence was the only feature which 
marred the demonstration that probably will 
go down in history as the most remarkable 
ever seen in Chicago. Never before was such 
interest shown in any municipal campaign. 


Audience Yells for Hill. 

When Chairman Thompson walked slowly 
to the edge of the platform and made known 
in a few words that the Rev. Mr. Hill, whom 
he characterized as one of the most famous 
campaign speakers in the country, would 
speak, the crowd stood up and whistled and 
screamed. Before it sat down a big, mus- 
culdr, vigorous looking man with massive 
shoulders, a square jaw, and an earnest look 
had begun speaking. 

“If there is any tremor in my voice,” said 
the Rev. Mr. Hill, or if you detect any tears 
in my eyes, it is because I have just come 
from the ‘grave’ of William Randolph 
Hearst down in New York. We buried him 
face downwards, so that, if he ever wakes 
up and begins to dig, the harder he digs the 
deeper he'll get. You need not be alarmed 
about his posthumous agitations in Chicago— 
theye are simply the result of certain pur- 
gatorial sufferings he is now experiencing as 
the logical sequence of his pernicious and in- 
famous political career. 


Lincoln Asks Busse Votes. 

I remember I am standing here tonight 
upon the sacred soil of Ilinois—the prolific 
mother of statesmen and the home of patri- 
ots, the state of Logan, of Grant, and of 
Lincoln. You are the sons of illustrious 
sires. You must not, you dare not, be guilty 
of a political blunder in this crisis which now 
confronts Chicago. 

Lincoln calls upon every man in this 
meéting to cast his ballot for progress, for 
the highest civilization, for the good of the 
people of this city, for Fred A. Busse. The 
issue in this campaign is too plain to be 
avoided. No feigned issue can detract from 
the real situation. 

“When a lawyer finds he has a hard case 
he attempts to try the character of the law- 
yer on the other side.

BUSSE NOT HOSTILE TO JEWS. 


Postmaster Writes Letter Denying the 
Statements Issued by the Mayor’s 
Campaign Managers. 


In the campaign of slander which the 
Dunne managers are waging against Post- 
master Busse, stories have been issued to 
the effect that Mr. Busee will not, if elected 
mayor, afford protection to Jewish people.

that Jews will not be able to secure city 
positione under my administration is in the 
large number of Jewish clerks employed in 
the postoffice.

DUNNE OSE POLICE? PSHAW 


WHILE THEY WORK HE BLANDLY 
DENIES . VIOLATIONS. 


Writes New “Joker” Declaring De- 
partment Has Not Engaged in Pol- 
itics During His Term — Forgets 
City Hall Employes Are Now in 
Legislature — While Mayor Die- 
tates Patrolmen Tear Down Busse 
Posters. 


Every prostitute in Chicago this week has 
contributed her mite—$l—to Mayor Dunne’s 
campaign fund. 

Every house of prostitution in Chicago has 
been assessed for the Dunne campaign fund. 
The assessments were levied on a basis of 
the weekly receipts of the various houses. 

The work of making the collections was 
begun by the city policemen on Tuesday 
night, continued Wednesday night, and con- 
cluded last night. 


While his police force and other city em- 
Ployés were working tooth and nail for his re- 
election Mayor Dunne issued the bland state- 
ment yesterdaylafternoon that under his ad- 
minjstration politics has not been allowed 
to enter into the city service. Mr. Busse’s 
cleancut stand on the separation of politics 
from public business, as illustrated in his 
administration of the postoffice, proved a 
home thrust and the mayor lost no time in 
dictating this: 

Mr. Busse makes the assertion, as if anew 
discovery d been made to the world, that 
no member of the police or fire departments 
should ‘be regarded as a political servant 
by the people.’ Let me say that that rule 
has been followed closely under the present 
administration.”’ 


Contrary Is Notorious. 

The mayor made this statement in the 
face of the notorious fact that never before 
has the police department been so openly 
converted to political purposes. While he 
was dictating this utterance Chief Collins 
was receiving reports from the patrolmen 
detailed to tear down Busse posters, bull- 
doze tradesmen into giving Dunne campaign 
contributions, and otherwise intimidating 
Busse supporters, 

“Mr. Busse states, too,“ continues the 
statement, “that ‘civil service should be 
adhered to.“ Mr. Busse well knows that the 
leaders of his ‘machine’ donot want any 
civil service.“ 

This is considered laughable in the light 
of the recent revelations that Mayor Dunne 
permits three of his democratic lieutenants 
to draw pay from the city while serving in 
the legislature. On the other hand the nine 
county officers in the legislature are draw- 
ing no pay from the county. 


Mayor Slings Some Mud. 

The mayor proceeds to question Mr. 
Busse’s sincerity and to sling him a few 
handfuls of mud over the shoulders of anony- 
mous persons. Not to overlook Franklin 
MacVeagh, who has violated the first law of 
the Dunne administration requiring alle- 
giance to Dunne, the mayor says: 

“Then came the records of the Chicago 
health department, which show that since 
Aug. 1 last approximately 200,000 pounds of 
unwholesome foodstuffs—f tuffs unfit for 
human consumption—have been found in the 
stock which Mr. MacVeagh’s wholesale house 
carried to sell to the people.“ 

The meyor omitted to state that a few 
months ago when he was looking for support 
from MacVeagh and other merchants he 
called offt Fish’ Murray from the whole- 
sale condemnation of foods and ordered all 
reports suppressed. Then when Murray, his 
Thirty-first ward lieutenant, failed to pass 
the civil service examination the mayor 
caused the position of chief food inspector to 
be abolished and kept Fish’’ on the pay roll 
as a meat inspector.

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GAMBLING IN FULL BLAST 


POLICE IGNORE WELL PATRON- 
IZED POOLROOM DOWNTOWN. 


Bets on the Ponies Openly Received 
im Quarters Back of W. B. Swords’ 
Saloon in Quincy Street, Between 
State and Dearborn—Frank Ex- 
planation Is Made That the Place 
Has Been in Operation Only ‘Since 
the Campaign Begun.’’ 


In Quincy street, between State and Dear- 
born, in a large back room that had a “ For 
Rent” sign pasted on the door until Mayor 


‘Dunne opened his campaign for votes, a 


poolroom of the good, old fashioned kind, 
fitted with blackboards and telephone service, 
a regular betting booth, and all the other 
paraphernalia that go with poolrooms, is 
running full blast. 

It has been running full blast for a week, 
with the policemen at the corner nonchalant- 
ly swinging their clubs. Mayor Dunne and 
Chief Collins will not deny its existence. It 
is the boldest outbreak of gambling seen in 
the city in years. 

“We haven't been running long.“ whis- 
pered one of the men in the smoky room, 
Just since the campaign begun.” 

Over a door in front of the place the in- 
eandescent numerals 23 carried a signifi- 
cant message to those who played and lost. 
Above the numerals is the word Skidoo ”’ 
printed in incandescent globes. Behind the 
two flashy signs is a saloon owned by W. B. 
Swords and behind the saloon is the pool- 
room. It is impossible to get from the saloon 
into the poolroom without going out Into the 
corridor of the building at 23 Quincy street, 
but there are always men with their elbows 
on the bar who are glad to tell you how to 
get into the back room—if you look safe 
and give the right impression. 


Careful Watch on Visitors. 

At the far end of a hall which separates the 
barroom from a b rber shop is a door fitted 
with a ground glass window and a peek 25 
hole. Behind the door a South Carolina 
product named Charlie holds sway, and 
Charlie uses the ground glass window asa 
photographer uses the focusing plate in his 
camera. He distinguishes the friends of 
the house by the appearance of their profiles 
upon the sanded glass. If he is uncertain he 
puts his eye to the peek hole. 

The poolroom was coining money yester- 
day. Before the second race had been run at 
the Fair grounds in New Orleans the room 
was thronged with followers of the ponies, 
and bets were recklessly or carefully made, 
according to the faith in the tips, on every 
horse offered a promise to win, to place, or 
to show. 

Between races the gamblers discussed the 
political outlook. Saloonkeeper Swords 
strolled in. 

Does Swords own this place? “ one of 
the habitués was asked. 

Nah,“ he answered; he hasn't anything 
to do with it. Moody & Berg run this joint. 
Arthur Berg, you know, used to be the pal’ 
of Ulman, the big plunger. Down east it used 
to be’ Berg & Ullman. They made a mint of 
money down there and Ulman retired. Ar- 
thur is making good now, but it’s been pretty 
dull for him, I guess.” 


Moody Receives the Bets. 


Moody was receiving the bets and handing 
the money to the man at the phone, and it 
wasn't above Moody to accept bets after the 
blackboard boy had written the word 
**olosed ’’ on the board. He took two bets, 
one for $1 and one for $10, on Gypzene on the 
sixth race at New Orleans. 

A man placed a bet on Telescope in the 
fifth race at the Fair grounds, playing him 
to win and place, ꝓut up$1 on Allonby for place 
in the sixth race and $1 on Gypzene to win. 
In the third race at New Orleans Tetanus

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‘DEAL BARED BY CAMPION. 


EX-FIRE CHIEF SHOWS HEARST’S 
HAND IN CITY HALL. 


Tells for First Time How “Andy” 
| Lawrence Demanded That Mayor 
Oust Him and Make Seyferlich 
Head of Department—Refusal of 
Assistant Makes It Necessary for 
Mayor to Trump Up Charges and 
Finally Remove the Veteran. 


Former Fire Chief John Campion, who gave 
thirty-six years of his life to the protection 
of lives and property of citizens of Chicago, 
yesterday, for the first time, laid bare the 
complete details of how and why he was 
discharged from thé fire department by 
Mayor Dunne in the face of a solemn protest 
from the Chicago board of fire underwriters, 
headed by the late Edward M. Teall. 

It is a story calculated to show.to a nicety 
the efficiency of the line of communication 
between offices of Heart’s newspapers and 
the Chicago city hall. 

The old fire ughter told the story while 
seated in the office of.the insurance patrol at 
174 Monroe street, where the underwriters 
have recognized his worth by placing him in 
command. Campion characterized his mis- 
treatment at the city hall as the result of 
trying to be honest with the people of Chi- 
cago. 


Lawrence Begins Ousting Work. 

It Was some time before Mayor Dunne 
finally got rid of me that Andy Law- 
rence, editor of Hearst's Examiner, and a 
Mr. O’Shaughnessy, one of his men, called 
Assistant Fire Marshal Charles Seyferlich 
over to the Examiner office,” said Campion, 
Lawrence told Seyferlich he wanted to get 
rid of me and give him my job. Lawrence 
wanted to pledge Seyferlich to secrecy. 

What's the matter with Campion?’ 
asked Seyferlich. He's a good man.’ 

„Les, he’s a good man, all right,’ re- 
sponded Lawrence, but he’s got to go.’ 

“Then there was some talk about two 
platoons; Seyferlich being under the impres- 
sion that the two platoon system might have 
something to do with it. But Lawrence cut 
that talk short by saying: O, I don't care 
about the two platoon system; I want him 
out of there.’ 

Then Lawrence told Mayor Dunne Sey- 
ferlich would accept the position of chief. 
Seyferlich interrupted Lawrence by saying 
that he had not said anything of the kind. 
gg eee went right ahead. 

“ Seyferlich came right over and to! 
all about what had occurred. A ea 
that met the mayor the following Monday 
included about twenty. Ald. Brennan, after 
it Was over, came to my office and told me 
it Was all off.’ 


Seyferlich Didn’t Want Job. 


“ Seyferlich then told me Lawrence had 
ordered him to go and geta bond, He said he 
didn't want the position under the circum- 
stances. I told him I thought he was fol- 
lowing the right course and to tell the mayor 
he wouldn’t accept the position. In the 
afternoon of the same day a committee of fire 
underwriters, including the late Edward M. 
Teall, called on the mayor in my behal. 
The mayor told them that he didn't contem- 
plate doing anything with me. 

About a week later the mayor made a 
conciliatory sort of a talk, telling me we 
were ‘about the same,’ and that he did 
not see any reason why we should not con- 
tinue to get along together. Next I founda 
letter on my desk telling me to appoint a 
man named Tompkins to a position in the 
firm alarm office. City Electrician Carroll 
told me he did not think Tompkins ought 
to be given any preference. As Il remember 
it, there were two men ahead of Tompkins 
on the eligible list. 

Dunne Says “You’re Chief.” 

„ asked the mayor if he really wanted 
the man appointed, as he had said in his 
letter. The mayor said he didn't know the 
man, but that Henry M Ashton wanted him 
appointed. I told the mayor what Mr. Car- 
roll had told me, and Iadded: Tour honor,

I had a conversation with you in which you 
wanted the best men appointed.’ 

“The mayor said: ‘ You are the chief.’ 
I appointed two other men, according to their 
relative eligibility. 

“Then came the fire engine deal, where 
Dan D. Healy, who wanted to sell hose and 
things to the city, got in his work. The 
mayor said he understood I was ‘ working 
for the trusts.’ I told him the charge was 
not true; that the Metropolitan steam fire 
engine had been in service in Chicago for 
twenty-five years, giving perfect satisfac- 
tion. He talked about the Nott engine. 

“The mayor sent me a letter telling me to 
make specifications for new fire engines as 
broad as I could, to allow all manufacturers 
to compete. I told Controller McGann of 
the circumstances. He said: ‘ Chief, go on 
and protect the interests of Chicago.’ 


Gets Copy for Healy. 

“When the specifications were drawn I 
sent the first copy to the mayor. John 
O'Neill, Dan Healy’s son-in-law, asked me for 
a set of specifications for Healy. I informed 
O'Neill that Mr. Healy represented no fire 
engine manufacturing firm, and refused. 

“Half an hour afterward the mayor's 
policeman came and said Mr. Cramer, the 
ma yor's secretary, had sent for an additional 
set of specifications. I first said I thought 
they were for Dan Healy and refused to give 
them to him, but finally let him have them. 
Then I went right to the mayor's office. 


«“ There I found Secretary Cramer, Dan 
Healy, and Louls P. Cardwell of the Fe-

Cramer I said: 

Are you try 
ing to job me?’

While I was opening the bids and speci- 
fications for fire engines the mayor sent me 
word to let the contracts. I was astounded 
that the meyor should be 80 ignorant of his 
duties as not to know that it is the duty of 
the mayor and the controller to let the con- 
tracts. All I could do would be to make recom- 
mendations. The bid of the Metropolitan 
company was the lowest. 

Mayor Asks for Resignation. 

“The mayor called me to his office. * Chief 
Campion, he said, ‘ you disobeyed my orders. 
I want your resignation.’ I informed him 
that I had complied with his instructions 
by making the specifications as broad as = 
could. I informed him that under the ‘cir- 
cumstances he could not have my resigna- 
tion because I had done nothing wrong. 
He said, ‘ Then I'll remove you.’ 

‘“Tanswered: Please put it in writing.“ 

“When I got to my office I found John 
McDonough waiting for me with an order 
signed by the mayor, dirécting me to turn 
the fire department over to him. The ink 
was well dried on the order, showing that 
he must have had it for some time.” 

„Everybody knows I was called over to 
the Examiner office,” said Seyferlich after 
Campion's interview.

the stock market is constantly reflected in 
the banks. 

Here in Chicago an entirely different con- 
dition of affairs prevails. Our banks loan 
their money largely, if not entirely, on real 
commercial paper. They have found that 
this is, after all, the best security in the 
world. It is realized upon much more quickly 
than stocks and bonds, it is much more 
easily handled, and the percentage of loss 
to the banks, even in time of panic, is ex- 
tremely small. Our Chicago banks, there- 
fore, do the largest exclusively commercial 
money business in America.“ 


New York and Traction. 
This peculiar condition of the local money 
market,” said the banker, “has a bearing 


of vast importance to every citizen of Chi- 
cago. The money market here is affected not 
by wild scrambles on the stock exchange 
but by conditions which help or hinder the 
ectual budiness life of the city. 

New York men now hold the nominal 
ownership of our traction lines for a simple 
reason. The people here knew what a mud- 
dle the street car companies were in, and our 
local banks and capitalists absolutely re- 
fused to invest their money, because they 
knew the uncertainty of the security and the 
great difficulty of securing an adjustment 
of what Chicago has come to call its traction 
problem. 

When Yerkes and others wanted money 
they had to go east to get it, although at that 
time there was plenty of money idle here in 
Chicago. That is why Morgan and the others 
were in the Union Traction company and 
why Chicago capital has kept out. 

Chicago Capital Concerned. 

“We want the street car question settled 
promptly not because Chicago capital is con- 
cerned in the street car lines themselves but 
because the huilding up of a new street car 
system is absolutely indispensable to the 
business life of the city. It would pay the 
people of Chicago to spend almost any 
amount of money and upon almost any terms 
to create an adequate transportation system 
for themselves in the shortest possible time. 

The city has progressed in a business way 
for years, but not half so fast as it should 
have done. It ought to be possible to re- 
habilitate the street car lines inside of the 
next four years. That means an expenditure 
of about $10,000,000 a year right here in Chi- 
cago, and if the capital for it comes from 
outside so much the better. Our banks can 
find a use for all the capital they have in 
their legitimate business of discounting com- 
mercial paper and assisting in the conduct 
of legitimate business of this great commer- 
cial city. 

No matter what may happen ir the rest 
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on the pending political campaign, which is 


of the country, the prosperity of Chicago is 


absolutely assured, provided we can get rid 
of this wretched traction muddle at once. 
It is the only thing which has kept the city 
back for the last five or ten years, and it is 
responsible for the failure of Chicago to 
make as good a showing recently as it did in 
the generation or so which preceded. 

Street cars are the arteries of any city. 
They are particularly indispensable in Chi- 
cago, which stretches over a vast area, ne- 
cessitating a constant transfer every day of 
hundreds of thousands of busy people. The 
banks have reflected for several years the 
cramped commercial conditions due to the 
lack of transportation facilities, Chicago be- 
came great first of all because it was the 
center of a network of railroads. It has 
now reached the stage where the transporta~ 
tion facilities insi@e the city are wholly in- 
adequate, and it must build up a Street car 
system which will prove sufficient for the 
commeftcial wants of a purely commercial 
city. 

Work Must Begin at Once. 

“Inasmuch as it will take three or four 
years to put our street car system in proper 
shape, it is evident that the interest of every 
citizen of Chicago requires that the work 
should be begun without the delay of a day 
or am hour. Even if the traction ordinances 
are not all they should be, it would be a 
profitable thing for the city to take them 
just as they are and to begin the process of 
rehabilitation without waiting to make sure 
that every possible right of the city is safe- 
guarded. The importance of securing a 
transportation system of our own adequate 
to the bsiness necessities of Chicago is sim- 
ply paramount to everything else. When 
the system is installed the results will as- 
tonish the people. There will be a develop- 
ment of business which will be profitable to 
every one, and this development cannot pos- 
sibly come until we do get this new traction 
system. 

It is commercief suicide for us to delay any 
longer, and if Mayor Dunne possessed the 
slightest business instinct he would have 
recognized this fact long ago, and would 
have assisted the businessmen to put an end 
to a condition which has amounted to a 
paralysis upon the commerce of the city. 

The traction question is a local one, its 
settlement concerns the prosperity of the 
city, and it would be the height of folly: to 
permit people from the outside, either Mr. 
Morgan or Mr. Hearst, to dictate to us how 
and when we shallsettie ourown-affairs. As 
soon as the traction question is out of the

DEATH OF EDWARD C. NICHOLS. 


President of Maywood and General Man- 
ager of South Side Elevated Dies 
After Short Illness. 


Edward C. Nichols, 37 years old, 140 South 
Fifth avenue, Maywood, president of that 
village and vice president and general man- 
ager of the South Side Elevated railroad 
company, died last night after an illness of 
two weeks. Because of the grave condition 
of President Nichols, who was serving his 
second term as the head of the village, the 
board of trustees delayed their meeting until 
9:30 o’clock last night, when they were in- 
formed of his death. The meeting was ad- 
journed after a committee on resolutions 
had been named and Trustee James M. 
Stimpson was appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Nichols. 

President Nichols’ death was due to pneu- 
monia. He was born at Maywood, III., and 
was graduated from the University of Mich- 
igan in 1892 and from the law department of 
the University of Chicago in 1894. He was 


‘married to Miss Grace Swift of New York. 


Bight years ago he was appointed legal ad- 
vieer of the elevated railroad company. 

Mr. Nichols is survived by his widow, two 
sons, Hubert and John Nichols, and a brother, 
H. H. Nichols, all of whom live in Maywood.

Mr. Morrissey and Mr. Garretson signed 
the statement. Aside from their views as 
expressed therein, Mr. Morrissey was re- 
luctant to talk. He gave out a denial that 
the offer made by the roads in the way of 
wage increase amounted to 10% per cent, 
as asserted by the general managers. 

“The advance proposed, he said, “ is, of 
course, problemiatical. It depends on the 
way you flgure it. I should not say, however, 
that it would not amount to so much asthe 
roads claims. It represents approximately, 
an increase of 8 per cent, or a trifle more, on 


the average. 


Canadian Roads Not Involved. 

It was learned definitely that no matter 
what course events take Canadian roads will 
not be involved in a strike. The rigid com- 
pulsory arbitration laws of Canada forbid 
the walkout of any body ofemployés. Under 
the statute adopted two or three years ago 
the government is empowered to step in and 
compel the contending parties to adjust their 
differences peaceably. The Canadian North- 
ern and three divisions of the Canadian Pa- 
elne system were represented in the wage 
conferences. 

In the contemplation of a possible strike 
the action of the conductors on the Chicago 
and Northwestern road also gave union offi- 
elals some concern. The conductors have 
not been codperating with the general em- 
ployés’ committee in the negotiations with 
the general managers. There is a breach in 
the conductors’ organization, and the North- 
western men presented their demande sep- 
arately. 

None of our members will strike,“ said 
a member of the Northwestern conductors’ 
committee. We are not in sympathy with 
the movement initiated by Mr. Morrissey and 


Mr. Garretson.”’ 


Fear Effects of Strike. 

At the Briggs house the Northwestern men 
sat around and awaited developments. Many 
are of middle age or older, and they said they 
would dislike to go on a strike and run the 
chance of losing positions which they have 
obtained only after years of hard work and 


faithful service. 


Mr. Garretson, the conductors’ head, sald 


he thought the men would go out on that line 
should a general strike be declared, There 
was a report that the company had come to 
terms with their men, but this could not be 
confirmed. ‘ 

A conference, said to be of some importance 
in the situation, was held in the afternoon 
between Mr. Morrissey, Mr. Garretson, and 
John J. Hannahan, grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. After- 
ward it was denied that sympathetic action 
on the part of the firemen had been discussed, 
although it was admitted the general situa- 
tion had been talked over by the three 


leaders. 
Firemen Fail to Agree. 

The firemen are engaged in negotiations 
with the railroads for higher wages. Meet- 
ings have been held in the last two weeks 
without success. It was said by a fireman 
that the present trouble will not make any

and the rallroad companies. There are 15,000 
firemen in the union. 

The general managers held a meeting in 
the afternoon. It was said no new action was 
takem, pending results of arbitration The 
meeting was held at the Union League club. 


Believes Demands Are High. 

Washington, D. C., March 28.—({Special.]— 
Administration officials are disposed to re- 
gard the demands of the railway employés 
in the present controversy with the western 
railrceds as high. Certainly these demands 
are lending color to the representations of 
the railroads that it is becoming necessary 
for them to increase rates rather than to 
‘ower them, as some of the new state laws 
require. 

One railroad president has furnished the 
ed@ministration with data which shows that 
freight rates in the United States are one- 
third what they are in England and less 
than one-half what they are in Germany, 
Austria, and France. He has made the fol- 
lowing comparison, based upon official rec- 
ords of the cost of hauling one ton per 100 
miles in the countries named: England. 
$2.14; Austria, $1.66; France, $1.61; Ger- 


many, $1.57; United States, 76 cents.

while the interstate traffic Is 97 per cent. 
In Minnesota the state traffic ig between 12 
and 13 per cent; in Missouri, 14 per cent; and 
in Kansas, Nebraska. and Iowa, it is less 
than the Missouri figures for the reason that 
the large markete of St. Joseph, Kansas 
City, and St. Louis naturally increase state 
traffic in Missouri. 

In other words, states, in order to obtain 
advantages to their own people, are handi- 
capping other sections of the country, in 
spite of the fact that only one-eighth of the 
entire business originates and ends within 
their borders, while seven-eighths is inter- 
state and vitally concerns the nation. 

It is possible the interstate commerce com- 
mission will not wait for the courts to provide 
relief against state discriminations, but will 
act in accordance with a proposal made by 
Commissioner Harlan. Mr. Harlan has pro- 
posed that the commission issue an order to 
the carrier, forbidding it to grant preference 
to state over interstate traffic. Observance 
of this order would be followed, without 
doubt, by steps on the part of the state to 
enforce its own laws. This would throw 
the matter into the courts. The commission 
ig satisfied, from recent rulings of the fed- 
eral courts,- that its action would be sus- 
tained, and that state laws giving preference 
to state traffic would be thereby nullified. 


Hughitt Talks with Roosevelt. 


Marvin Hughitt, president of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad, lunched with the 
president today and discussed the railroad 
situation. Mr. Hughitt believes in the maxim 
that ‘“‘ silence is golden.“ The president did 
not invite Mr. Hughitt to call at the White 
house until after he had learned from that 
railroad manager that he was in Washing- 
ton and desired to pay his respects. Mr. 
Hughitt contributed nothing to what the 
President already knew about the railroad 
situation and gave no advice which Is likely 
to be adopted. 

The president let it be known to some of 
his callers that he is seriously considering 
the advisability of accepting the invitation 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ association to 
speak at Springfield on the railroad and in- 
dustrial situation. When the Invitation was 
extended he did not think he could accept, 
but at a conference at the White house last 
night with members of his cabinet and the 
interstate commerce commission he was 
urged to do so. The president is particularly 
concerned over a statement made by the IIIt- 
nois committee that small investors are suf- 
fering injury in consequence of existing busi- 
ness conditions, If there are any people in 
the country whom the president wants to 
help it is these small investors.

THAW MIND TEST 
BLOW 70 JEROME 


First Session of Commission 


Shatters His Hope for a 
Broad Inquiry. 


NARROW LIMIT. IS SET. 


Only Present Condition to Be 
Considered; Prisoner Cheer- 
ful in First Ordeal. 


New York, March 28.—For more than two 
hours today Harry K. Thaw was in the hands 
of ‘the three men appointed by Justice Fitz. 
gerald to settle the question of his present 
sanity or insanity. At the end of the in- 
quisition. which was held behind closed 
doors, his attorneys came out smiling, and 
Lawyer Peabody remarked: “ We are per- 
fectly satisfied.” 

District Attorney Jerome did not appear so 
cheerful. He hurried away from the Crim- 
inal courts building without opening his 
„mouth. 

The district attorney had some reason to 
feel disgruntied. The first action of the 
lunacy commission was to make it plain that 
its inquiry will aim simply and solely at 
determining whether or not Thaw is able 
to understand the proceedings in court and 
advise his counsel rationally. 


Commission Disappoints Jerome. 
Early in the day Mr. Jerome was told that 


the commission did not propose to get tangled 
up with the classification of mental diseases. 


It wasn't its business to find out whether | 


Thaw is a hopeless paranoiac or not. The 
prisoner's present state of mind as viewed by 
laymen was what the commission would con- 
cern itself with. 

It is the contention of the district attorney 
that Thaw is suffering from a form of insan- 
ity from which the chances of recovery are 
exceedingly small. He offered to adduce tes- 
timrony before the commission to prove this. 
In declining to be drawn into a pathological 
morass the commission disappointed Mr. 
Jerome. Significant of the commission’s at- 


titude also was its decision to ignore the affi- 


davite offered to the court on both sides and 
also all the evidence presented at the trial. 

The commission began its general inquiry 
today with an open session, called to order 
shortly after 2 o'clock in the room where the 
Thaw trial has been in progress since Janu- 
ary 23. Hardly had the commissioners seated 
themselves when Thaw appeared. He was 
directed to a chair within the inner counsel 
rail and sat directly beneath the eyes of the 
men whose decision as to his present mental 
capacity is of such vital import to him. 

Thaw Faces Test Cheerfully. 

Thaw appeared to be in excellent spirits 
and sat unflinchingly under the steady gaze 
they turned upon him. In the big courtroom 
there were only the newspaper reporters and 
three of the prisoner's family—his wife, 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, who has never missed 
an opportunity to be near him since he was 
placed on trial; and his two brothers, Ed- 
ward and Josiah Thaw. Mra. Thaw sat be- 
tween the brothers. 

After bs session had formally been opened 
by the Fading of the court's order, Clifford 
W. Hartridge, acting as counsel of record 
for Thaw, arose and stated to the commis- 
sion that his client was ready at any time to 
submit to such examination as the commis- 


sion desired. His only request was that the 
' 


hearing should be private. 

Being a prisoner on trial for his lite,“ 
said Mr. Hartridge, he feels he should be 
protected as far as possible in this matter.“ 

Chairman McClure then announced that 
whatever examination of Thaw the commis- 
sion might decide upon would be held behind 
closed doors. 

Jerome Balks at Secret Inquiry. 

District Attorney Jerome protested. He 
said he would like to have his medical ad- 
visers present. He had called the court's 
attention to Thaw’s mental state upon re- 
ports submitted to him by the alienists, and 
he felt their presence was essential. Mr. 
Jerome remarked that if the commission re- 
solved itself into a body of medical examiners 
and undertook a physical examination of the 
defendant in private he would not attend 
such an examination. 

But the law requires you to attend the 
session of the commission,’’ suggested Chair- 
man McCthure. 

“TI shall attend all sessions of the commis- 
gion sitting as judges in lunacy,’’ replied Mr. 
Jerome, but I am not required to attend a 
board of medical examiners.”’ 

Chairman McClure then said the inquiry 
the commission had in mind was a simple 
one—to determine whether at this time the 
defendant is capable of understanding the 
proceedings against him and of rationally 
advising his counsel. The commission de- 
sires to limit the soope of inquiry as far as 
possible. The court, he said, wished the in- 
quiry to be brief in order that the pending 
trial might be disposed of at the earliest pos- 
gible moment. The commission had decided 
not to take into consideration the conflicting 
affidavits submitted to Justice Fitzgerald by 
Thaw's counsel and the opposing alienists, 
as they were considered as having been pre- 
pared solely for the information of the court.

tine Stahacopolus, a Greek, prisoners in the 
city jail, under sentence of death for mur- 
der, were saved from death tonight by Gov.

The men were to have been executed at 
midnight and had given up hope of a respite. 
When the respite order reached the prison 
the death watch went to Lapidat’s cell with 
the good news.

SHORE PLEAD FOR SALOONS. 


Throughout the Town. 


[BY A STAPF CORRBSPONDENT.} 
Springfield, III., March 28.—[Special.}—The 
legislative investigation of the Highwood 
resorts will be begun tomorrow morning by a 
committee of inquiry appointed today by 
Speaker Shurtleff. Representatives Covey, 


ators, will meet tomorrow in Chicago and 
proceed to Highwood and North Chicago at 
once. They will acquaint themselves with 
the physical conditions tn both towns, seek- 
ing especially to ascertain. what would be the 
effect of a mile and an eighth limit in North 
Chicago. An open hearing will be had on 
Monday, probably in Lake Forest, at which 
evidence will be taken for and against the 
resorts. It is hoped to have the report before 
the legislature by next Thuraday. 

This change in policy is the result of pe- 
titions received from Highwood, signed by 
Mayor William F. Hogan, Postmaster E. W. 
Cummings, and a large number of residents. 
It is presented in behalf of the resorts and 
claims that they were not given a hearing 
before the license committee when the bill 
Prohibiting saloons within a mile and an 
eighth of any military reservation was re- 
ported out. 


Beaten at Their Own Game. 

The fact is that the delegations represent- 
ing these saloons were in Springfield at the 
| time and could have had a hearing, but they 
decided to hold the bill up by staying away 
from the committee meeting and by in- 
fluencing their friends on the committee not 
to attend. They were succeseful in breaking 
& quorum, but this did not prevent a minority 


bill out. This stratagem having failed the 
resort keepers and residents of the town 
financially interested in the continuance of 
the saloons had recourse to the statement 
that they were not given a hearing, and on 
this plea have secured an investigation. 
Property Owners to the number of 175 and 
75 women in Highwood joined Mayor Hogan 
in petitioning against the bill, and the mayor 
wrote a letter explaining the reasons why the 
town thought that the wiping out of the sa- 
loons would be unjust. He saye that the 
municipal indebtdness will be $25,000 on May 
i, and that with the elimination of the rev- 
enue derived from the saloons the resulting 
increase in taxation will mean confiscation 
in some instances. 


Mayor Defends Resorts. 
He says that the resorts have been given 


that conditions are no better and no worse 
than in Chicago, Springfield, or any other 
city of the state. He denied the stories of 
crime and said that during his thirteen 
years’ residence in Highwood only one mur- 
der had been committed, and that was not 
due to drink. 

“Some of the people who are urging the 
creation of a temperance gone around this 
military post,” he said, “are the same peo- 
ple who are urging the reéstablishment of 
the army canteen. Tou can see what our 
condition would be with blind pigs on three 
sidem of us and an army canteen on the 
other. We would have all the curse of in- 
temperance and no revenue to fight it with.”

Speaker Shurtleff on receipt of these let- 
ters and petitions took the matter up wit?

Acoordingly Mr. Shurtleff, in whose dis- 
trict Highwood and North Chicago are lo- 
cated, introduced a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of the investigating committee.

Then Representative Sollitt came 
in, and, learning what had been done, but 
not understanding Mr. Shurtleff's reasons 
for wishing the investigation, raised an em- 
phatic protest, in which he was joined by 
some other members. 

As a result of this Mr. Shurtleff called Rep- 
resentative Chiperfield to the chair and 
himself took the floor to explain his reasons. 
He said that there was small doubt in his 
mind that all the charges made against the 
resorts were true, but that it-was not wise 
to take action on hearsay testimony, thue 
giving the residents of Highwood an oppor- 
tunity to protest that they had been de- 
prived of their rights without a hearing. 


Different in North Chicago. 


He said that North Chicago presented a dif- 
ferent aspect of the question and that he 
had heard no complaints against the saloons 
which in that town would be wiped out by the 
passage of the bill.

Creelman Gets Cashier’s Check. 
A cashier's check of the embryo Bank of

640.000. This was taken to the Federal Na- 
tional bank. where Creelman had a nominal 
account, and deposited. In return President 
Perry issued a certified check for the same 
amount, agreeing to keep the Bank of Amer-

iht hours.

HAD $300,000 OF DEPOSITS. 


Inability to Realize Quickly on 
Real Estate Holdings Causes 
the Failure. 


New York, March 28.—[{Special.]—The Cor- 
bin Banking company at 192 Broadway, 
founded many yeare ago by the late Austin 
Corbin and which has been conducted since 
his death by his son, Austin Corbin, and the 
elder Corbin's son-in-law, George S. Edgell, 
made a general assignment today in favor of 
its ‘creditors. The liabilities are $1,700,000 
and the assets, according to George C. Aus- 
tin, the assignee, are about $3,000,000. 

Inability to dispose of real estate holdings 
in the present depressed market except at 
heavy sacrifice is said to have been the con- 
trolling reason for the assignment. The co- 
partnership is in a position where it had to 
part with some of its real estate investments 
to meet a number of maturing obligations. 

Soon after the assignment was recorded in 
the county clerk’s office an involuntary peti- 
tlon in bankruptcy was filed against the 
company and against the copartners individ- 
ually in the United States District court by 
three of the creditors who had deposits in the 
bank. Isabel H. Knott of Denver, Colo. 
represents in her petition that she had a bal- 
ance to her credit of $7,008.55; Alice H. Hill 
of Lés Angeles, Cal, presente a claim for 
$150, and Alexander J. Shamburg of this city 
one for $81. The making of the assignment 
is alleged as an act of bankruptcy. 


Deposits Are Only $300,000, 


The firm had between 250 and 300 deposit- 
ors, representing in all about $300,000. Near- 
ly all the depositors’ accounts are small. The 
largest individual account probably does not 
exceed $10,000. But while the deposits are 
small, most of them belong to people who 
could il] afford to lose anything. It is re- 
ported many of the depositors are army men 
and other persons who have become ac- 
quainted with the Corbina, father and son, in 
their real estate transactions throughout the 
country. 

The largest creditors are supposed to de the 
banks which have lent the company money. 
It is reported that two sterling banks from 
which the Corbin company bought cable 
transfers on banks abroad had been hit pret- 
ty hard. It is said the checks in payment of 
these cable transfers wére sent out by the 
Corbin company Wedmesday afternoon, but 
when they were presented for collect‘on this 
morning the firm had assigned. Reports had 
the amount involved in these transactions all 
the way from $60,000 go $300,000. 


Meeting of the Creditors. 


Ten or twelve of the largest creditors met 
in the office of the assignee at 192 Broadway 
this afternoon. Among others there were 
representatives of the banking house of W.

day mornng by the federal grand jury. An 


adjournment was then taken until next 
Wednesday, when the indictments will be 
reported to Judge A. B. Anderson and the 
investigation of the express companies taken 
up. 

The true bill charging misapplication of 
funds is similar to the one covering the sim- 
lar offense which was voted two months ago 
by the grand jury drawn from the old north- 
ern district of Illinois. In the first indict- 
ment there were 182 counts, and there are 
nearly that many in this second one, the only 
change being in deference to the form ruled 
against by Judge A. B. Anderson in deciding 
the demurrer made by Walsh's attorneys. 
The two indictments covering the same sub- 
ject matter was made necessary by the re- 
districting by the government in March, 1908. 


Bills Based on Memorandums.“ 

Both indictments are based on the twenty- 
nine “ memorandum notes by which it is 
charged Walsh secured nearly e of 
bank funds, although the signatures on these 
notes were unauthorized by the persons 
whose names were used. 

The indictment charging the making of 
false entries is based on the statement as to 
the bank’s condition which was furnished 
the controller of the national treasury less 
than two weeks before the failure, Deo. 18, 
1905. Witnesses who appeared before tha 
grand jury testified that this statement was 
false in giving as assets property and secur!l- 
ties which the bank did not possess. The 
first grand jury investigating the failure dio 
not touch on this phase of the case, as it con- 
sidered only acts alleged to have been com- 
mitted prior to March, 1908. 

Neither District Attorney Sims nor his as- 
sistant, Robert W. Childs, who presented the 
evidence to the grand jury, would discuss the 
action, refusing even to admit true bills had 
been voted. The same course was followed 
by Mr. Walsh’s attorneys, who declared there 
was no proof that true bills had been voted, 
but even if they had been the only answer to 
be made would be in open court. 


Express Inquiry of Note. 

The investigation of the express companies 
promises to develop into one of the big cases 
which the governmeht has undertaken. The 
managers of these concerns have no hest- 
tancy in admitting franks have been issued 
not only to the officers [fi each company, but 
the “ courtesies,"" as they call them, have 
been extended to the officers in other com- 
panies. The law declares that no concessions 
may be granted to individuals for the trans- 
portation of freight or merchandise, and the 
government holds this clearly prohibits the 
giving of franks to any one. 

No attempt is to be made to find out the 
names of all those to whom these “ cour- 
tesles have been extended, which might in- 
volve innocent persons.

Chicago is to have a new charter which 
will give the city a little more home 
rule” than it has now. The citizens of 
Chicago will be better able to settle pure-

of government to some stranger. 


last two years of the unfitness of Chicago 
for self-government. The first thing the 
present mayor did was to telegraph to a 
Scotch city for a man to solve the street 
car problem in Chicago. The man came 
and gave advice which, because it was 
good, was rejected. 

Then Mayor Dunne sought other ad- 
visers, He did not look for them in Chi- 
cago. He took it for granted that the 
city had no capable men and could not 
work out its own salvation. So he put 
himself in the hands of an Ohio mayor, 
and for a time this city was governed 
from Cleveland. As election day ap- 
proached Mayor Dunne went farther east 
and let the would-be mayor of New York 
City become, as far as it lay in Mr. 
Dunne’s power, the acting mayor of Chi- 
cago. 

If the people of Chicago have any local 
pride they will take the government of 
the city into their own hands. They will 
not permit it to be ruled either from 
Cleveland or New York. This community 
has sufficient intelligence to manage ite 
own domestic affairs. ‘There are men 
here who understand local questions and 
local needs better than any outsider does. 
Mr. Busse is one of those men. His elec- 
tion will be a declaration of Independence 
dy Chicago voters—a declaration that 
they have had enough absentee rule and 
mean to have a “ home rule” mayor for 
the next four years. 

If Mr. Busse shall be elected he will 
not set out by calling a stranger to his 
aid. When he needs counsel he will get 
it from trusted and experienced citizens 
of Chicago. He will import no assistant 
mayors, but will prove to the country that 
the city is able to govern itself, and to do 


it well. 


THE LINCOLN CENTENNIAL. 

The proposition that a state commission 
be created to have in charge the formu- 
lation of plans for the appropriate cele- 
bration of the hundredth anniversary ef 
the birth of Abraham Lincoln is one which 
should meet with the hearty support of 
the legislature and the sympathetic co- 
operation of the people of the common- 
wealth which claims him as its most illus- 
trious son, 

It is not too early to undertake the 
work of outlining a celebration on Feb. 
12, 1909, which shall be worthy of IIII- 
nois and at the same time commensurate 
with the greatness of Lincoln as an Amer- 
ican statesman. In this matter IIlinols 
should lead. Its consideration of the sub- 
ject should be based upon the assumption 
that other states will turn to it for sug- 
gestions as to what will be dignified and 
proper. The responsibility resting upeu 
the commission will be great, for the idea 
of the celebration is one which will appeal 
to the people of the entire nation. To 
give the right direction to t and make it 
a memorable event in the history of the 
United States will be an important under- 
taking worthy of the consideration of able 
and thoughtful men, 

The governor’s suggestion that the 
day should be generally observed in each 
church, school, and courthouse in the 
state and by municipal bodies and organ- 
igatione of a social, political, and business 
character has in it the correct idea. 
Abraham Lincoln was a child of the peo- 
ple. He came up from among the peopie 
with no family traditions or aristocratic 
associations to help him. He was the 
embodiment of the democratic idea, the 
highest type of the man “who makes by 
worth his merits known.” 

The man himself deserves the best cel- 
ebration that can be devised. But as a 
representative of triumphant democracy 
he stands foremost, a marked contrast to 
the one who was called first in the hearts 
of his countrymen. It is Lowell’s con- 
ception which is recognized as the right 
interpretation of Lincoln's place in his- 
tory. The words, New birth of our 
new soll, the first American,’ have a 
meaning whose importance cannot be over- 
estimated. 

Abraham Lincoln represents the west 
and what it has accomplished in Amori- 
ean history. He represents the people, 
belief in the people, trust in the people, 
rule of the people. He made immortal an 
idea which had found expression before 
his time in almost the same words, but 
which the world will always associate 
with him, the importance of safeguarding 
government of the people, for the people, 
by the people. It is the people who 
should honor him, who will praise him on 
his centennial anniversary.

He is the jester and the fest, 
And he the text himself applies. 

Kipling wrote these lines a dozen years 
ago, and at the time nobody knew to whom 
he was referring. Perhaps he had no- 
body in mind. But if he were in the 
United States today and were paying any 
attention to current events he would say: 
“I builded better than I knew. I prophe- 
sied William R. Hearst of New York, San 
Francisco, Chicago, and several 
eities.“ 

Mr. Hearst wishes the American public 
to take him seriously, and sometimes it 
has been blind enough to do so, It is his 
aim to be looked on as the “ American 
terror,” ready at any moment to shoot up 
a community that does not obey orders. 
He loves to have it believed that when 
he frowns and stamps his foot a whole 
city trembles. 
man who must be placated or the car- 
toonists will be ordered to the front and 
mud will fly. 

Yet Mr. Hearst is only a clown who 
tries to palm himself off as a pirate. He 
is the jester and the jest.“ He is the in- 
corporated buffoon who practices buffoon- 
ery in half a dozen cities, and thinks he is 
frightening people who are only laughing 
at him. Beneath the mask of the bogey 
man they can see the palnted smirk of the 
clewn. 

There are a few left who take Mr. 
Hearst at his own valuation. Mayor 
Dunne is one of them. He, a simple, 
guileless man, took Mr. Hearst to be the 
ringmaster of the political circus instead 
of the clown, and ducked nervously when 
he cracked his whip. It is pathetic to 
see the mayor of Chicago taking off his 
hat respectfully to this professional New 
York jester.

There are no less than fifty clauses to the 
statutes of the Order of the Elephant, most 
of them of medieval origin, and which the 
new knight, Prince Bülow, will do well to 
study in order to avoid trouble. In the first 
place, he is obliged to add an elephant to his 
armorial bearings, which is a costly business, 
Secondly, he is compelled to wear either the 
star or the elephant, which constitutes the 
badge of the order, whenever he appears in 
public, any infraction of this rule entailing 

fine of twenty gold ducats for each of- 
ense, and payable to the poor of Copen- 
hagen.. If an entire year were to pass with- 
out Prince Bülow wearing the order he would 
ipso facto forfeit its possession. This re- 
quirement to wear some portion of the in- 
signia of the Order of the Elephant at all 
times ig likewise exacted by the statutes of 
other orders, such as, for instance, the Gold- 
en Fleece, the Italian Order of the Annun- 
ciation, and the Order of the Garter. The 
late Emperor Frederick is, however, the 
only Knight of the Garter in modern times 
whom I can recall as having lived up to this 
obligation, and he was never without the 
George or badge of the Garter, usually 
worm, however, under his uniform instead 
of in evidence.

The principal feature of the Order of the 
Elephant, founded in 1402, is the jeweled ele- 
phant, which, according to the statutes of 
the order, has been chosen as the symbol of 
the organization in consequence of the repu-

three virtues which appeared to the founder 
of the order to surpass all others in impor- 
tance.

In handing the insignia to 
that monarch, in the presence of the as 
sembled French court, he, wishing to make 
clear to Louis its equality with the French 
Order of the Holy} Ghost, exclaimed, sol- 
emnly, Sire, notre Saint Esprit A nous 
c'est un Elephant. Daignez-le recevoir.” 
(Sire, our Holy Ghost is an elephant. 
Deign to receive it.“) Louis XVIII., in spite 
of his phenomena! obesity, was an amazing- 
ly witty man, with a keen sense of humor, 
and he afterwards declared that he had never 
in his life found so much difficulty in refrain- 
ing from,a burst of laughter and from the 
utterance of the witticism which hovered on 
the tip of his tongue in reply.

Lady Harberton, who has come so prom- 
inently before the public in England during 
the last few weeks in connection with ber 
leadership of the suffragette movement in 
England, may be remembered as having 
played a similar role some twenty years ago 
in the crusade for dress reform and for the 
substitution of bloomers for skirts.

The ill fated British general, 
Sir George Pomeroy Colley, who was killed 
on Majuba hill in the Boer war of a quarter 
of a century ago, was Lord Harberton’s first 
cousin. Lady Harberton was a Miss Frances 
Legge of Malone house, County Antrim, and 
belonged to that house of Legge of which 
Lord Dartmouth is the chief.

AND OTHER VOLUMES 
FOR THE YOUNG. 


Amazing Variety of the Literature 
Prepared for the Instruction and 
Entertainment of Boys and Girls. 


HE Rev. C. Mf Steedman, vicar of Shaw, 
has prepared for the children a Christ- 
mas book truly worthy of the name 
in THE CHILD'S LIFE OF JESUS,” 
a work at once so simple in style and 

so inclusive in its blographical data that it 
meets a meed which earlier, more brief 
stories of the life of Jesus written for chil- 
dren have failed to fill. 

The first page of the work brings the read- 
er close to the story of the wonderful lite 
about to be related. The author writes as 
one who speaks to a group of children gath- 
ered round him, drawing them nearer to him 
as he continues by an earnestness of simple 
speech which, strengthening their interest 
as his words flow on, convinces them that 
what he says ig true. The charm of his liter- 
ary manner ie well illustrated by the follow- 
ing paragraph taken from the beginning of 
the book's introductory chepter: 

“Many hundreds of years have passed by 
since the story of this wonderful life was 
first given to the world, and yet it is the one 
story of which the world has never grown 
weary. It is an old, old story. Even you, 
dear child, have heard it many times before. 
Yet though old, it is somehow always new. 
There are some things of which we never 
tire; the song of the birds, the scent of the 
roses, the tender coloring of the spring flow- 
ers, the blue of the summer sky. Things 
like these never seem to lose their freshness. 
It is just so with the story of Jesus; the more 
we read it the more wonderful it seems, and 
the greater hold it takes on our hearts.“ 

The book in its own right fulfills this prom- 
ise of the perennial beauty which the story 
that it holds possesses. It is beautifully 
written, and printed quite as satisfactorily; 
it is delicately bound in white and gold with 
just the right amount of color as a back- 
ground for the figure of the child Jesus that 
appears upon its cover; and, best of all, it is 
illustrated by thirty pictures in color, the 
work of Paul Woodroffe, who has wrought 
exquisite harmonies of tint and feeling in 
portraying the great scenes in the life of 
Jesus. 

Finally, whet could be more beautiful than 
the names given by the author to the four 
books of the volume, the first of which, end- 
ing with the visit of the child Jesus to the 
temple, is called Sunrise on the Hills,“ the 
second, beginning with Jesus’ baptism and 
concluding with the story of Mary and her 
box of spikenard, is designated as The Shin- 
ing Light“; the third and fourth, called re- 
spectively “The Valley of the Shadow“ 
and The Glory Beyond,” explain without 
comment the scope and neture of their con- 
tents. 

There are verses in the book, and legends, 
too, taken from reliable authorities, and there 
are some historic anecdotes which give a 
spiritual and therefore brightening signifi- 
cance to what might otherwise in certain 
cases be somber fact; and the picturesque 
descriptions of time and place in which the 
book abounds furnish background and per- 
spective to the word pictures that the author 
draws with sympathetic power. The chil- 
dren will not only like to read the book them- 
selves but also they will like to hear it read 
aloud.

Exhibits Filed with Commerce 
Commission Show Issues 


New York, March 28.—[Special.]—Exhibits 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion by the Union Pacific railroad which have 
become public since the close of the hearings 
here make it appear that the fall shopping 
of Edward H. Harriman in the stocks of the 
Illinois Central, New York Central, Balti- 
more and Ohio, Chicago and Northwestern, 
the Atchison, the St. Paul, and several other 
railroads, have cost the Union Pacific just 
a little less than $24,000,000 in loss in market 
value as between the dates of the purchase 


The Union Pacific paid for all the stocks 
bought between June 80 last and the opening 
of the interstate commerce commission's in- 
vestigations last January $128,641,018. The 
holdings acquired during that period hada 
market value of $104,604,151 on March 23, so 
that the exact depreciation was $23,946,866. 


Shows Illinois Central Figures. 
An examination exhibits some interesting 
Getaile of these stock operations, particu- 
larly in the case of the Illinois Central stock. 
The Union Pacific received ita Illinois Cen- 
tral stock last summer in two ways—that is, 
direct and through the preliminary acquist- 
tion of the stock of the Railroad Securities 
company. The Illinoig Central stock com- 
ing through the Railroad Securities com- 
pany cost the Union Pacific $8.823,144, that 
being most of the common and preferred 
stocks of the Railroad Securities company as 
bought by the Union P 
On the basis price of Illinois Central on 
March 28 it is reckoned that the average 
price for a like amount of railroad securities 
stock on that date would be 97.86, as against 
a price of 166.04 indicated by the price the 
Union Pacific paid for its Railroad Securities 
That price, of course, 
was based upon the price of $175 a share 
for the underlying Illinois Central stock.

Stahl a Great Favorite with the Base- 
ball Public of the Hub for the.

Boston, Mass., March 28.—[Special.}]—It has been 
a long time since the baseball public has been so 
thoroughly stirred and shocked as it was today by 
the tragic death of Chiekx Stahl, who for ten 
years has been a favorite with the fans. 

His suicide was,the all absorbing topic on the 
streets, about hotels, and in the clubs. The rea- 
son for Stahl's act was incomprehensible for those 
who have admired him on the ball field; and more

She received a telegram from her husband yes- 
terday, which read: Cheer up, little girl, and be 
happy. I am all right now and able to play the 
game of my life.“ 

When told of his death, Mrs. Stahl said: He 
was the last person in the world I thought would 
kill h if. I knew he had worried over the re- 
sponsibilities of managing the Boston Americans, 
but in a letter he told me he was happy to give up 
the place, and felt he would become much better 
now that these things were off his mind. His let- 
ter was bright. There did not seem to be any 
thread of moodiness in it.“ 

Mrs. Stahl, her father, Mr. Harmon, and her 
sister left tonight for Fort Wayne, Ind. Treasurer 
McBreen of the Boston club went with them. 


LARKIN, BERGEN, AND MERCER. 


Three Other Noted Suicides Among Fa- 
mous Baseball Players—Bergen’s 
— the Most Sensational. 


Stahl is the fourth noted baseball player who 
has committed suicide. The others were Larkin, 
the Chicago pitcher who played here under Anson 
in 1878 and 1879: Marty Bergen, the Boston 
catcher, and Win Mercer, the Washington pitcher. 

Larkin killed himself ten years ago by cutting 
his throat with a razor. Bergen's death was the 


most horrible one of the four, as he killed his 
wife and family before shooting himself. 

Mercer’s death in some respects resembled that 
of Stahl. He took his tife in a San Francisco 
hotel four years ago, a month in advance of the 
training season, while in the Golden Gate with 
a team of major league rs." He left 
no explanation for his action. 

Ed Delehanty, the famous ba and out- 
fielder of the Philadelphia Nationals, was thought 
by some to have committed suicide after his body 
was found in the Niagara river near Lewiston, 
N. Y., a few years ago, but it generally is believed 
he accidentally walked off the train while it was 
crossing the suspension bridge, his body falling 
into the rapids.

COMMISSION REPORTS AGAINST 
MUNICIPAL PROFIT SHARING. 


Proposal to Make Public Service Oor- 
porations Share Earnings with New 
Jersey Towns Declared Impracticable. 


Trenton, N. J., March 28,—The special com- 
mission appointed by the governor to inves- 
tigate the feasibility of requiring public serv- 
ice corporations to share their profits with 
municipalities in which they operate made 
its report to the governor today. The com- 
mission advises against the adoption of such 
a plan and recommends the continuance of 
the present plan of requiring those companies 
to pay a franchise tax based on the gross re- 
ceiptsa. 

The commission gives several reasons for 
advising against the profit sharing plan, 
among which are these: 

The differences in capitalization of these 
companies would make a profit sharing tax 
unequal; the revenue that would be received 
would be small in most instances, unless the 
dividends allowed the stockholders should be 
placed lower than the dividends received on 
most ta; except in populous cen-
